4 1. On 28 April 1951, the new boundaries of the Merseburg airfield yore 
marked by red stakes, The trees along Lauchstaecterstrasse, in the 
extension of the rumuay, were cut. The Soviets had Lorbidden lozal 
farmers to qultivate a stretch of land east of this street, in the 
extension of the rumay. ; 


2. The excavation work for the rumiay, which will be approximately 2,100 

_ meters long, was completed b; 25 April. A l0-en layer of gravel had 
been laid on a stretch of the runway 302 meters long. The gravel was 
boing graded. Crushec stones, riled upg at the field, wore to be used 
for the runway. Fences vere observed only around the ordnance Gepot. 


3+ Gxeavation for a fuel tank installation vas observed near the target 
range, which vas cloved and no lonsor suarded. “ccorling to workers 
petoyed on this site, the excavations were to be 35 metors deer, 
Pumping equipment and miterial a AQparently to be used as supports, 
were Stored at the construction site. Three double-wire circuits were 
Laid recontly in the vicinity of the target range. * fourth double~ 
wire was being laid fron the northwostern boundary of the field in 
the cirection of Mod Lauchetaedt. 


4. Construction wrk at the ficld was done in three shifts. The liersehurg 
_  dabor office nad furnished 899 wrkers. About 200 mre workers were 
trucked to the field from the Ritterfeld (1152/8 14) and Zeitz 
(i 52/N 08) areas. 


5. In late Potruary 1951, the first Soviet officers »y wearing blue service 
color, arrived at the field. On 26 joril, a captain and a junior licu- 
tenant wearing blue service color sere seen there. The airficid quarters 

_ were still. occupied by a VP uit and a Soviet Coupany of about 139 men 


who wore red-bordered black evaulets, +
